With Alcohol Commission Law 


A report has l>een issued hy Rushville 
City 
Police 
Chief 
Robert 
Miller 
requesting all local bartenders, tavern 
owners, and club managers to comply 
with the State I.aw of Indiana and not sell 
alcoholic beverages to persons who are 
already intoxicated or to those people 
known to be habitual drunkards 
According to Indiana State l,aw as set 
out by the Alcoholic Beverage Com­ 
mission the sale of alcoholic beverages to 
“ habitual drunkards'’ is prohibited The 
law states, “ It is unlawful for a permittee 
to sell, barter, exchange, give, provide. 
or furnish an alcoholic beverage to a 


person who is known to Im* an habitual 
drunkard 
A person who violates a 
provision of this section is guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall 
be fined an amount of not less than $20, 
nor more than $50, to which may tx* 
added imprisonment for a period of six 
months 


It is also stall'd in the law that the sale 
of alcoholic beverage to an intoxicated 
person is also prohibited “ It is unlawful 
for a person to sell, barter, deliver, or

basis for three days, was to consider

prepared 
by 
V i c e 
Presidentelect 
Walter F. Mondale for the next three 
months 
Today marked the last preinaugural 
meetings for the group, scheduled to 
head homeward in midafternoon 
Among top priority c a m p a i g n 
promises, which Carter hopes to move 
on soon after his inauguration, are the 


pardon for Vietnam war draft evaders 
he hopes to announce within a week 
after he takes office, reorganization, 
welfare reform, tax reform, national 
health insurance, and ways to make 
the presidency more accessible to the 
public. 


Carter arranged the unprerendented 
Cabinet meeting on this green island 
off the Georgian coast so members 
could get acquainted with one another 
and hear from Carter himself on what 
he expects from them 


"W e’re

administration," he told his official 
family. “ I think the country is ready 
for 
some 
bright 
new 
successful 
approaches to some of the problems 
that have afflicted our nation in the 
past number of years 
I think we ll 


demonstrate as far as I know

How about starting the new year with a family business 
review? 
Are you like the majority? lf you needed to know what your 
health insurance policy covered, could you find a copy of the 
policy? Do you know where your federal income tax returns 
might be'’ Where do you keep your birth certificate? Those of 
your family? 
If you do have a keeping place, are you sure it s the “best” 
place? 
So, if you are not sure of what you have, or where it is, there is 
no better time than the first of a new year to get it all together 
and organized 
Needless to say, the first step is to locate all the important 
papers Pull them out of the nooks and crannies they have 
been stuffed into, then group them according to where they 
should be 
Here are some suggestions as to what to include in your 
HOME FILE First, put all insurance policies together Keep 
your tax returns, income, real estate, property, local, state and 
federal. By the way, it is recommended that tax returns be kept 
for six years 
Hold on to your bank statem ents, deposit slips, check stubs, 
and cancelled checks. Keep these for three to six years. This is 
imperative if information from them would ever be needed as 
evidence in tax deductions. 
Guarantees and w arranties on machinery, appliances, and 
the like are no good if you can’t find them Be sure and record 
date of purchase on the guarantee or w arranty; also, make 
notations of any repairs, including the dates, nature ot repairs, 
and the name of the repairm an 
Other items that should appear in your HOME FILE might 
include: receipts, receipted bills, sales slips, annual statem ents 
on investment earnings. Social Security stubs, a copy of your 
will, health records, employment records, and educational 
records 
As an added suggestion, it might be wise to put in a “key 
folder, to eliminate the problem of lost keys Lastly, have in 
your HOME FILE a list of items which can be found in your 
Safety Deposit box. 
Many people rent SAFETY DEPOSIT BOXES where they do 
their banking In a SAFETY DEPOSIT BOX one should keep Ok* 
following birth certificates, adoption papers, m arriage cer 
tificates, divorce records, death certificates, and military 
service record* If you have military service records do have 
them recorded, because if they are lost and not recorded, it 
proves to be a long, difficult hassle to get copies of government 
records 
Other important papers to keep in this location a re : abstracts, 
titles and deeds, including a burial plot deed The actual plans 
for burial should be in a more accessible place 
Often times the original, signed copy of a person’s will is on 
file in his or her attorney’s office, but it would be wise to keep a 
copy in (lie SAFETY DEPOSIT BOX 
An automobile title is needed when a vehicle is sold, or if a car 
is stolen, evidence ut ownership is needed, so the title should be 
in the SAFETY DEPOSIT BOX 
Other items to be included, but not previously mentioned 
would be U S. Saving Bonds, stock and bond certificates, etc 
This column would not be complete without mentioning ti* 
BILLFOLD as a place to keep pertinent information 
Important papers in anyone’s BILLFOLD should include: 
driver’s license, personal identification, persons to notify in 
case of an accident (preferably a person who would not be 
frequently with you), health insurance card, medical in 
formation, social security card, credit and membership cards

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Think About It 
Deadlock 


GENEVA, Switzerland (UPI) 
— The 
Rhodesia 
Conference ended as it began—in total deadlock between 
blacks and whites with Britain unable to duck her last 
major colonial responsibility. 
In fact it was not a conference at all. It was two 
months of Britain’s ambassador to the United Nations, 
Ivor Richard, seeking in private meetings to find some 
common ground among die rival black contenders for 
power when Rhodesia comes under majority African 
rule. 
It began in September when Henry Kissinger, as his 
last big initiative as U.S. secretary of state, produced 
proposals for a peaceful switch from white minority to 
black majority rule in the breakaway British colony. 
With British backing, Kissinger proposed a two-year 
transititon period with blacks and whites on equal terms 
to draft a new constitution and share control of the 
country until independence day. 
But it was not nearly as simple as that as Britain 
found out as soon as it formally opened the conference 
on Oct. 28. 
Rhodesian Premier Ian Smith refused to discuss 
anything except the Kissinger plan—which would have 
allowed the whites to maintain the crucial defense and 
security ministries. 
The four black nationalist leaders invited by Britain 
for their part were openly scornful of each other in 
public while hostile in their formal position papers. 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa, the nationalist with the widest 
black support in Rhodesia, demanded immediate 
elections to pick an interim prime minister. 
Ndabaningi Sithole wanted a transitional government 
of all nationalist leaders to ensure himself a place near 
the top. 
Militant Robert Mugabe and the more moderate 
Joshua Nkomo, uneasy and rival partners in a 
‘‘Patriotic Front,” argued for immediate power without 
elections. 
But all the black leaders agreed on one point—that 
Britain as the colonial power should play a direct 
supervisory role. 
Smith said he wants no such British presence and 
made no effort to hide his belief that “Britain has sold 
us down the drain,” as he put it in a private 
conversation. 
But as was recognized from the outset, Britain has to 
be physically present in Rhodesia if total war between 
whites and blacks, as well as between the rival black 
factions, is to be prevented. 
“As a matter of fact what we are really doing now is 
trying to get the best deal possible on behalf of the 
whites and in the interests of the blacks although Mr. 
Smith would never admit it,” is how one high British 
participant conceded after it became obvious that no one 
would sign the Kissinger plan and go home. 
Apart from simply setting up the conference, issuing 
the invitations and providing the chairman and.new 
secretariat, British involvement came reluctantly. 
The first concession camv when Richard gave in to 
demands by Mugabe and Nkomo that Britain fix a 
definite date for majority rule independence. It took 
three weeks before Richard managed 
to obtain 
agreement from Prime Minister James Callaghan to set 
March I, 1978, as the deadline — with majority rule 
earlier if possible. 
Almost totally ignoring the white delegation — “we 
know their line anyway” — the British then had to bring 
in the nationalist leaders individually to tone down their 
bids for power.

New Death Tax

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - One of the 
newly awakening issues of the 1977 Indic ia 
Legislature is the 1931 death tax and its 
im pact on widows, pensioners, family farm s 
and other sm all family businesses. 
A United P ress International poll included 
the question: “ If you were voting today your 
personal convictions, would you vote for or 
against replacem ent of inheritance tax with 
estate tax ? ” 
Of the 106 law m akers who replied, 62 said 
they would vote for such a bill, 15 were 
opposed and 29 w era undecided. One of (hose 
voting against the change said “we need to 
enforce the present law” and a proponent 
added the suggestion the inheritance, or 
death tax, sim ply be repealed. 
The 
high 
num ber 
of 
legislators 
who 
indicated their uncertainty about the issue is 
logical, since the death tax had not been a 
m ajor issue in recent sessions. But at least 
five bills already have been filed on this 
subject for the 1977 session and m ore are 
expected. 
One of the 
reasons for the 
renewed 
interest apparently was the attorney general 
cam paign of Virginia Dill 
M c C a r t y , 
Indianapolis law yer. She lost the Nov. 2 
election to Attorney General Theodore I,. 
Sendak but apparently succeeded in focusing 
on inheritance tax problem s of widows and 
pensioners. 
“ I never m entioned it to anyone who had 
thought about it before so I consider it a 
genuine issue that proves women ought to be 
in government because women ask different 


questions,” Mrs. McCarty said. “ Men were 
thinking about saving the family farm but it 
never occurred to them to inquire into the 
relations between husband and wife. But 
once it was called to their attention, they 
w ere as upset as I w as.”

usually fall on women because they most 
often outlive their husbands. 
The state 
inheritance tax is applied to property in the 
decedent’s name and also to jointly owned 
property to which the surviving spouse has 
not contributed dollars and to property 
transferred by the decedent to the surviving 
spouse within three years prior to death 


Mrs. McCarty argued that by failing to 
recognize the contributions a wife makes to 
a m arriage or a family business that are not 
represented by dollars, the state is unjustly 
extracting death taxes from her beyond 
what a man would be required to pay. 
Some of

i n t r o d u c e d 
inheritance tax bills aim at increasing the 
present exemption from the death tax of 
$15,000 (plus an $8,500 survivor’s allowance). 
One bill calls for the $15,000 to be increased 
to $100,OOO 
Other bills would repeal the 
inheritance tax and replace it with an estate 
tax designed to save fam ily farm s and other 
family enterprises from having to be sold 
because of the death tax. 
And one bill by Rep. Thomas Coleman, R 
New Castle, would simply elim inate all state 
inheritance and estate taxes.
